To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Loudon on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation of the same. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the building of a cement dam at the 
Village the desired height to assure the Village people a 
sufficient supply of water for fire protection. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $993.00, the State to give $1,986.00 
for State aid construction. | 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00, the State to give $2,500.00 
for State aid maintenance. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,500, the State to give $6,750 
for trunk line maintenance. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $300 to exterminate white pine 
blister rust. 
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Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,000 to build a cement bridge, 
the cost not to exceed $3,000, at the Leavitt bridge, so- 
called. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of 24% mills on the assessed valuation 
of the Town, this amount to pay the State note in part 
for trunk line construction, and as much more as the 
Town sees fit. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to allow 3% 
discount on all property taxes paid before July 1, 1931. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will vote to allow the 
selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500 for legislative special. 


Art. 13. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens: 


During the past year the remodeling of the Village school- 
house has been completed except the enlarging of the window 
space at the back of the primary room. It is hoped to com- 
plete this next summer and make a beginning on another 
school, probably the Yellow. 


Figures recently tabulated by the State Department of 
Education show the median cost in the state for public 
elementary education to be $84.00 per pupil, for the last 
school year. Loudon’s cost was only $70.42 per pupil which 
is the lowest in this Supervisory Union. Loudon’s current 
cost of public education (both elementary and high schools) 
was $9.18 per $1000.00 of equalized valuation. Of this 
amount the state paid $2.63, high school education cost 
$2.48, leaving the cost to the district for elementary edu- 
eation $4.07 per $1000.00 equalized valuation. 


During the year a start has been made toward replacing 
textbooks in Arithmetic, Geography, History, Language, 
and Hygiene with more recent and better books. This is 
usually being done gradually as older books are wearing 
out. 


All the schools will soon be well supplied with modern 
maps from the income of the Sanborn Fund. I am hoping 
that some way may then be found to devote a part of this 
money toward sets of reference books. 


The Attendance Table for last year shows a small de- 
crease in membership. The per cent. of attendance, nearly 
ninety-four as compared with eighty-eight of the previous 
year, is most satisfactory. Instances of tardiness decreased 
from six hundred thirty-six in 1928-29, to four hundred 
sixty in 1929-30. The number still seems unnecessarily 
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large. The increase in number of Superintendent’s visits 
from eighty-seven to one hundred twenty-one is some index 
of the freedom from office work made possible by a com- 
petent office assistant. 


The closing of the Moore School has effected a very con- 
siderable saving in expense, and the pupils, I believe, are 
benefitted by becoming a part of a larger school. 


For the first time in years every school is now in charge 
of the same teacher as last year. This has helped toward 
ereater efficiency, as would be expected.
